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C.R.I.C. & nd DONALD FREED 
( Editor's Note: The following is ex* 
cerpted from a longer research 
statement on the Wallace 
assassination by C.R.I.C. 

C.R.I.C. (The Citizens Research 
and investigation Committee) is a 
research unit sponsored by the Cen- 
ter for tits Analysis of Law Enfor- 
cement Practices.

The following preliminary over- 
view of the attempted assassination 
of Governor George Wallace is 
based on information supp.ied by 
confidential C.R.I.C. informants. 

The questions, parallels to other 
assassinations, speculations and 
conclusions triggered by the events 
of May, 1972 are, necessarily, at this 
point, incomplete and await more in- 
formation. 

The public is informed by the 
establishment media that Arthur H. 
Bremer, accused would-be assassin 
of Governor Georgs Wallace of 
Alabama, a Democratic Presidential 
candidate, is a distrubed twenty-one 
year old unemployed ex-busboy and 
janitors' assistant. Then the first 
question must be 1) where did Ar- 
thur Bremer get the money for his 
mad scheme to kill George Wallace 
who, with his double set of body 
guards and bullet proof speakers' 
podium, was by far the most heavily 
guarded of all the candidates? 

We are here computing Bremer’s 
expenses — from January, when he 


last worked in Wisconsin, to May, 
when he was arrested in Maryland 
— at the rock bottom rate consistent 
with his eighteen week, ten state 
journey toward murder. 

Setting to one side the cash outlay 
for stopping at expensive hotels (the 
Waldorf-Astoria in New York, the 
Lord Elgin in Ottawa); automobile 
repairs for a machine driven con- 
stantly for weeks at speeds up to 75 
miles per hour in order to keep pace 
with presidential candidates who 
flew to their destinations; any 
miscellaneous expenses such as trie 
records, ammunition found in his car 
and the expensive clothes Bremer 
wore into court when he pled not 
guilty; Setting aside all thesfe and 
any other contingency costs Bremer 
could not have S}>ant less than five 
thousand doiiars since he was laid 
off as a janitor’s helper in January of 
this year. 

i This extremely conservative figure 
would include the price of the guns 
he purchased, court fines for 
speeding and possessing a gun, and 
the $135 a month rent for his oc- 
casionally used Milwaukee apart- 
ment 

Important is the fact that all t, : 
while Bremer was ranging far and 
wide in pursuit oi his quarry tie was 
also doubling back tc his Milwaukee 
base of operations. He was seen 
near his Milwaukee apartment only a 
week before the Wallace attack and 
seen in the company of an "uniden- 
tified man.’ 

On April 7 and 1972, Arthur H. 
Bremer was staying at the luxurious 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel In New York 
City. Candidate Hubert Humphrey 
was also scheduled to be there oh 
April 7. This would be a curious 
enough fact were it not over- 


shadowed by another fact: Hubert

arrangements were not known to the 
public The next day. Aprils. Bremer 
met his contact on the Luddington, 
Michigan Ferry. 

A ticket agent to r a Wisconsin- 
Michigan ferry line reported having 
seen Bremer on several occasions 
talking with an older, heavy set man 
as the two o: them rode back and 
forth on the ferry boat. Bremer’s 200 
pound companion ciceely resembles

In summary Bremer has no record 
at 3 1 j of Income in 1972: in 1971 his 
income tax return shows $.1,611 in 
wages ea r neu His automobile, pur- 
chased ..

The first on-the-spot media 
coverage reported that three men 
were involved. One was Bremer. 
One was a n :.. who was rushed to a 
hospital One was a man seen 
changing license plates on his car in 
an aajac.uni parking let. 

The parallels be tween the Wallace 
assassination attempt mici the other 
assassinations of rnajc figures in

C.R.I.C. also has proof that 
staying at «i»e Lord Elgin Hotel in 
Ottawa at tna same time as Arthur 
H. Brernor were members cf a 
United States intelligence agency. 

Law enforcement, through the 
med..’ has predicated its "lone 
psychopath" theory on the fact that 
Arihur Bremer has now been con- 
nected with not only Governor 
Wallace, but Senators Humphrey 
and McGovern and. in Ottawa, 
Canada, with President Nixon. This 
proves, '.hey imply, that there could 
be no coherent motive for Bremer 
thus no conspiracy. What the 
ubiquitous Bremer does prove is the 
liklihood that ha was not surveying 
the presidential candidates but 
rather the dew operating procedure 
of the Secret Service. 

When Atthur Bremer drove from 
Milwaukee to Ottawa then to Laurel 
Springs and then flew from Laurel 
Springs to Milwaukee and back he 
was not stalking Richard Nixon. The 
orders that he received in 
Milwaukee only days before the act 
■had beer, kept from him so that, 
compartmentalized in this way, he 
could not know or teli, but, all along, 
the target had been George Wallar?
